Churchill to Speak 
On All Activities 
Of United Nations 


LONDON (CP) — Prime Min- 
ister Churchill put the finishing 
touches today to a fact-filled war 
review in which he is expected 
to discuss many phases of the 
global conflict at the next sitting 
of the House of Commons.

Indications are the Prime Min- 
ister’s forthcoming report will be 
the most ‘comprehensive he has 
delivered since his last review, in 


September, and will throw new] 


light on the Italian campaign and 
the battle for the Anzio beach- 
head, about which some members 
of the House have been critical? 


Mr. Churchill also is expected 
to touch on the situation in the 
Pacific, the increasingly heavy 
aerials against Germany andiper 
haps on the results of the Cairo 
and Teheran conferences, Mem- 
bers expect some reference to the 
forthcoming western invasion. 

London .newspapers predict the 
Prime Minister will warn Britain 
that the war is far from won and 
stiff, costly battles still lie be 
tween the United Nations and 
victory. 

The London Daily Mail said 
Mr. Churchill was disturbed by | 
the defeat of the government 
candidate in West Derbyshire by 
election and his choice's close 
call in Brighton and might ask 
for a vote of confidence as a sign 
of a united home front.

that more substantial British aid | 


is on the way for Burma and the 
other Asiatic fronts.

German and Russian dead account for 
about three-fourths of the losses so far in 
the-present war. For each of these coiin- 
tries the tol! is upwards of 2,000,000 and 
both have almost certainly suffered more 
than inthe first World Wor “With ‘the ex- 
eeption-of Japan,.and possibly also of Ru- 
mania and Greece, the “battle: deaths of 
other countries to date remain well below 
those of the 1914-1918 conflict. 

Comparing bat losses in 1943, the 
fourth-year ofthe ; with those of 19138, 
the corresponding period of the first-Werld 
War, the statisticians say that last year’s 
battle toll of 2,000,000 was about 50 per cent 
higher than in 1918. This comparison is 
not completely parallel, however, because 
| belligerents involved were not in all cases 
the same. Moreover, the first World War 
continued for only ten and one-third months 
in 1918. Of those nations engaged in both 
| periods, Geymany last year suffered losses 
far more severe than her own and Austria- 
Hungary’s combined in 1918, while for other 
countries, last year’s losses were the smaller. 

Circumstances of this- war so far have 
been such that the English-speaking nations 
have been spared in the matter of loss 
ratio.

HOW TO USE AND 
PRESERVE INDISPENSIBLE 
ICE BAG 


By MARY BEARD 


Director of Nursing Service 
Red Cross 





There are times when the ice | 


bag, properly filled and applied, 
is the most comforting thing in 
the world. 


But there are right and wrong 
| ways of filling it. Finely crushed 
ice is soft and pliable, permit- 
ting the bag to fit the contour 
of the_—body,.so—pourid .the—ice 
evenly. Do all your pounding 
before you fill the bag, however, 
or you may puncture the rubber. 

Before filing, see that there 
is a washer. to prevent leakage 
|around the cap. To test for a 

screw. the.cap 
on tightly and then squeeze the 
bag as you listen for the tell-tale 
hiss of escaping alr. 

Fill only half or two-thirds full 
so the weight will not be too 
great on some sensitive part. 
Expel the air by laying the bag 
on .a table..and pressing gently 
until the ice comes to the open- 
jing. Replace the. cap, then wipe 
|the ‘bag dry and wrap it in a 
towel before applying. It should 
never be placed directly against 
| the skin. Remove it for a short 
time every few hours to allow 

the blood to come back to the 
tissues.

LONDON (CP)—The Moscow 
radio announced Sunday that Ad- 
miral Sir Bruce Fraser, Admiral 
of the Fleet Sir John C, (Jack) 
Tovey, Gen, Sir Harold Alexan- 
der and Air Chief Marshal Sir 
Arthur Harris had been awarded 
Russia's highest military award | 
—the Order’ of Suvorov, First
